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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this 
application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G, 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 
CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1/29/03 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 85-92 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Furter 5742436 of record. 

Furter shows in fig. 1 a reduction projection system and 
method therefore including a lens and a mirror (19), wherein the 
mirror is devoid of planar folding mirrors (i.e. the concave 
mirror is not a planar mirror), and an aperture diaphragm(40) on 
an image side of the mirror, with the system's NA being at least 
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0.6 (see the abstract). Note that there are at least two 
mirrors upstream of the intermediate image, and that each 
optical element has an axis of symmetry. Further, the system 
has a circular exit pupil and both sides telecentricity (see the 
abstract) . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 18-40,42,44-49 and 51-84 are allowed. 

5. The statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter was included in a previous office action. New 
claims 63-84 are allowable by virtue of their dependence upon 
allowed independent claims.
